The city government of Atlanta has 
faced a financial crisis, owing to the 
fight over.the January finance sheet, 
and is about to stop the payment of 
all salaries and accounts. 

This will mean that all employees 
working on weekly wages or sémi~ 
monthly salaries will not be paid off 
on Saturday of this week or on Feb- 

ruary 15. It may result in the stop- 
ping, of work in several of the depart- 
ments. 

The crisis came when the alder- 
manie board yesterday afternoon re-

expenses, and the comptrolier an- 
nounces that that amount is exhaust- 
ed. At its last meeting council appro- 
priated an additional $400;000, and this 
was turned down by the aldermanic 
board. 

An 3 Phase Presented. 

An interesting phase of the situation 
is that the aldermen who are stand- 
ing by the mayor in his fight on the 
finance sheet voted against the emer- 
gency appropriation, and those who 
are against the mayor's policy voted 
the same way, the former ciaiming 
that a tie-up of the city’s finances 
would show what council was respon- 
sible for, and the latter, what the 
mayor’s attitude was causing. 

When the aldermanic board met it 
first voted on the finance sheet which 


mad been adopted by council after the 


mayor had vetoed it, and his veto had 
been sustained. Council adopted ex- 
actly the same sheet as first present- 
ed by the finance committee, and which 
the mayor had vetoed. The alder- 
manic board could not vote on the 
veto, so it took up the same old finance 
sheet.

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WILL-TRY WATSON 


Unless Convicted, However, 
It Is Possible That Thom- 
son Editor Will Be Indicted 

in Some Other State.

‘Washington, February 10.—(Special.) 
Thomas E. Watson will be indicted and 
tried in Georgia first for alleged vio- 
lation of federal statutes forbidding 
the circulation of obscenity. The de- 
cision of Attorney General Gregory not 
to bring the first indictment outside 
of the state as was originally contem- 
plated, has been communicated to the 
members of the Georgia delegation who 
recently called upon him to protest 
against putting the onus upon the citi- 
zens, grand juries and federal courts 
of the. state that they would perjure 
themselves in a case involving Wat- 
son. 

The department holds that a sep- 
arate offense was committed in each 
place under the jurisdiction of the 
United States where Watson circulated 
his weekly periodical, The Jeffersonian. 

It is conceivable that if a mistrial or 
an acduittal meets the department's 
attempts to secure a conviction in Geor- 
gia, it will continue to bring indict- 

ments in other jurisdictions for the ad- 
ditional offense of circulating obscene 
matter in“those jurisdictions. 
The answer of Mr. Watson’s attor- 
neys. will undoubtedly be that such pro- 

cedure would amount ‘to persecution

Unless democracy ceases to turn @ 
„deaf ear” to the plea of labor for 
remedial legislation in Georgia, union 
labor may soon sever political relations 
with the democratic party. This is the 
threat of the Atlanta Federation of La- 
bor and the program of the local or- 
ganization has received the backing of 
President Louie Marquardt, of the state 
federation. 

“The desired remedial legislation dis- 
cussed by the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades at its Wednesday night meet- 
ing,” said President Marquardt, “con- 
sists of the basic principles of labor 
unionism in Georgia, and the state 
body is going to help in the fight. I 
will urge at the Savannah convention 
that the state body co-operate with the 
local tederation’s scheme to bring about 
via eg 1 remeédial legislation. even if} 
In 


; Legtslation. 

At Wednesday night's meeting of the 
Atlanta Federation the legislative com- 
mittee was instructed to draft a list 
of questions, touching on the desired 
remedial legislation. This list to be 
submitted back to the federation at 
the next semi-monthly meeting for ap- 
proval and adoption. These questions, 
it is the plan of the local federation, 
to submit to the candidates for gov- 
ernor of Georgia and to the legisla- 
tive candidates from Fulton county, in 
order to get their views on remedial 
legislation. A refusal to answer any 
of the questions will be taken as mean- 
ing that the candidate is not in favor 
of the remedial legislation wanted by 
labor. In such cases and ih cases where 
unfavorable answers are given, the l@ 
cal federation, backed by the state fed- 
eration, will put forward labor candi- 
dates, withdrawing their support from 
the democratic candidates. 

President Marquardt highly commend- 


ed the plan of the local federation to 
grill all candidates from Fulton county 
and the gubernatorial candidates on 
questions relating to labor measures, 
and is in favor of the State Federation 
of Labor carrying out thé scheme in 
every county in Georgia where there is 
a labor union. 

Wednesday night’s action of the At- 
lanta Federation was the result of a 
recent editorial in The Journal of La- 
bor,” which was entitled “A Call .to 
Arms,” which stated in part as fol- 
lows: 

The inexorable Tati of events has brought 
the working men of the state face to face 
with a duty that must be performed if we are 
not forever to stand like ‘fat oxen waiting 
for the slaughter’ while our brethren in other 
states are insisting that the great moral 
demands of labor be acceeded to in the di- 
vers legislatures and in the congress of 
the United States. . We have for years 
been seeking remedial legislation; for years 
we have been tolerated as a willful child. 
Where we have received legislation, we have 
the law, but it is not enforced! We have 
seen the dominant party ignore our pleas 
for equity and justice. We were.told that 
because there was but one a pa A in the 
state we could only cajole legislators; there 
was no way to reach them at the polis. 
But we have seen that there is a way.“ 

Jones Asks Questions. 

Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal 
of Labor, was named chairman of the 
committee to draft the list of questions 
to be submitted by the local federation 
to the gubérnatorial and Fulton can- 
didates. This committee will hold its 
first meeting this week. Some of their 
questions will touch on the following 
remedial legislation, which has deen] 
favored by labor leaders in Georgia 
legislatures for many years: 

Compulsory education bill; compensa- 
tion bill for injured workmen; factory 
inspector's bill for enforcement of child 
laber law and sanitation in big mills; 
semi-monthly pay bill for railroad men 
to remedy evil of their falling into 
hands ‘of money sherks.in financial 
distress between long pay days, and 
free text books bill; state printer and 
shorter work hours for women and 
children in mills. 

Louie P. Marquardt said: 

“This latest determination of labor 
to win its fight for great moral re- 
forms in Georgia does not mean that 
the labor unionists of Georgia do not 
favor the principles of democracy, We 
are as good democrats as eyer. How- 
ever, less remedial legislation has been 
secured in Georgia and Alabama due 
to the fact that only one political party 
exists in these states than in any other . 
state in the union. 

“I am in favor first of the ‘grilling 
system’ of democratic candidates tor 
state offices on the questions of:

Washington, February 10.—- Germany 
and Austria have formally notified the 
United States that beginning March 1 
commanders of their submarines will 
consider armed merchant ships of the 
entente allies to be warships, and will 
treat them accordingly. 

Under such instructions commanders 
would be at liberty to si without 
warning any armed vessel, whether 
passenger or treight- carrying. g 

The notifications were presented oral- 
ly to Secretary Lansing by: Count von 
Bernstorff and Baron Erich Zwiedinek, 
charge of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
bassy here.

In view of this situation Ameriéan 
citizens, it is stated by high authority, 
now may be warned that they will take 
passage aboard armed merchant ships 
at their own risk, and be entitled to no 
more protection from the United States 
than if they had embarked upon a bel- 
ligerent warship. Officials today seem- 
ed not to. be able to conceive that any 
issue. could arise in the future from a 
submarine warfare conducted upon 
these rules. 

Formal Netice te Follow. 

The German ambassador and the 
Austrian charge informed ‘Secretary 
Lansing of the intention of their re- 
spective governments after they had 
received by wireless a dispatch, of 
which the following is represented as 
being a paraphrase: 

“The German and Austrian govern- 
ments will instruct the commanders of 
their war vessels that from the end of 
this month they are to regard armed 
merchant ships of the enemy as auxili- 
ary cruisers. Notice to this effect will 
be sent to all. neutral governments. 
Please’ so inform Mr. Lansing immedi- 
ately.“ 

It was said in Teutonic diplomatic 
circles that the effective date of the 
instructions was postponed in order to 
give enemy merchant ships an oppor- 
tunity to disarm and so that the en- 
tente allies might have the chance to 
make their views conform to the sug- 
gestions put forward by the United 
States in its memorandum. This mem- 
orandum declared it was desirable that 
merchant ships should be unarmed, and 
contained an intimation of an intention 
ito regard armed merchantmen which 
come inte American waters as war- 
ships. It was recognized that subma- 
rines had a right to operate in accord 
with international law, but that their 
commanders could not be expected to

Net Oppesed by United States.

WILSON REFUSED 
BIG STICK METHOD. 


Following an interview between the 
president and Mr. Garrison on the army 
plans, the secretary again wrote the 
president, specifically stating his posi- 
tion. The president informed him that 
Mr. Hay had told him a federal volun- 
teer system could not be obtained, and 
that the same end could be achieved by 
utilizing the state troops and making 
appropriations to pay the state on con- 
dition that the federal government con- 
trol the militia. 

Mr. Garrison then replied that the 
continental army plan absolutely dis- 
carded a military system based upon 
state troops, and that the two systems 
.were diametrically o pone to each 
other and are irreconcilable. “We are 
challenged,” he wrote, “by the exist- 
ing situation to declare ourselves 
promptly, openly and unequivocally or 
be charged l with lack of sin- 
cerity and good faith He added that 
since Mr. ilson’s word was final, he 
did not wish to cause any embarrass- 
ment and would withdraw if it would 
relieve the situation. 

The president wrote in reply that he 
and the secretary agreed that the chief 
thing necessary for the army was “that 
we should have a trained citizen re- 
serve and that the training organiza- 
tion and control of that reserve should 
be under immediate federal direction.” 

He declined, however, to take an 
irrevocable stand on the ground that 
it would not be proper for him to say to 
a committee of congress that it would 
have to take his plan or none. He de- 
clared he did not believe members of 
the house dealing with military affairs 
were ignorant of the military necessi- 
ties of the nation, but had found them 
well informed. 

He said he would welcome a frank 
interchange of views, but added “no 
one will expect me to acquiesce in any 
proposal that I regard as inadequate or 
illusory.” Should a bill be presented 
to him which he could not accept as 
accomplishing the, egential thing 
sought, he said, it would bé his duty 
to veto it and go to the country on the 
merits. . *

was secured. It was said tonight that 
Mr. Wilson’s failure to refuse any 
compromise on the subject in his 
speeches was the direct cause of Mr. 
Garrison's resignation. 

Mr. Garrison's last day as a member 
of the cabinet almost passed without 
any outward evidence of the step he 
was contemplating. He was through- 
out the morning busily occupied with 
ordinary routine affairs. Later he dic- 
tated a speech which he had promised 
to deliver in the afternoon before the 
annual meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States in de- 


tense of his continental army plan. 


ANNOUNCEMENT 
CAME SUDDENLY. 


It was not until he announced sud- 
denly late in the afternoon that he 
was leaving the city and would not 
deliver the address that there was the 
slightest suspicion that anything un- 
usual had happened. 

The secretary left the state, war and 
navy building with Assistant Secre- 
tary pd corp aie. Inquiry as to 
where he was going and how long he 
would remain brought only the reply 
that he would be “out of town for an 
indefinite stay.” 

The resignation came as a distinct 
aur prise not only to Washington gen- 
eraily, but to members of the cabinet.

Secretary Garrison has been a lead- 
ing figure in President Wilson's offi-.

He began a close study 
of the military situation nearly two 
years ago. He has devoted days and 
nights to the subject.. Surrounded b 
his 'buréau chiefs and officers on staff 
duty, the secretary went into every. 
aspect of the case with all the con- 
centration he developed as a lawyer 
— member of the New Jersey judi- 

ry.

Out of that study came the plan 
for the continental army and the co- 
related increases in the regular army 
and proposals for coast defenses and 
a huge reserve of war material which 
constitutes the administration pre- 
paredness plans, so far as the army is 
concerned. 

The only organized opposition to Mr. 
Garrison’s proposals for the army out- 
side of congress has come from mem- 
bers of the national guard. 

Mr. Garrison is n. to have 
been one of those cabinet members 
who have stood most firmly for decla- 
ration of the nation’s rights in the de- 
liberations that have resulted from the 
Lusitania incident and the interruption 
of American commerce with neutral 
nations of Europe. 

When American troops were sent to 
Vera Crus to relieve Admiral Fletcher's 
marines and sailors, Secretary Garrison 
worked day and night in an effort to 
prepare the army for war in Mexico if 
that was to come. The echoes of the

response by the national guard in case 
of need and to provide for supplies 
and army equipment in advance of the 
call for them, still reach Washington 
occasionally. 

In conducting the affairs of the war 
department Secretary Garrison has 
started a campaign of decentralisation 
which is yet to be completed. His 
theory is that greater efficiency will 
come from lodging responsibility di- 
rectly with commanding officers, 
whether of companies or departments, 
and then compelling them to live up 
to that duty. 

Mr. Garrison is the third member of 
President Wilson’s cabinet to resign. 
The first, Justice McReynolds, resign- 
ed as attorney general to accept a 
seat on the supreme court. The sec- 
ond, William Jennings Bryan resigned 
as secretary of state because of dif- 
ficulties with the president over the 
conduct of the submarine warfare con- 
troversy with Germany.

BULGAR PRESS URGES 
INVASION OF GREECE 


Russian Wave Again Roll- 
ing Forward in Bukowina 
and Threatening Capital of 
Province—Prussian Losses 
2,377,378. 


London, February 10.— There has 
been no diminution in the severe fight - 
ing between the French and Germans 
in the Artois region of France. North - 
west of Vimy, Berlin says, a large 
section of a French trench has been 
captured, while near Neuville craters, 
previously lost to the French, were re- 
taken. 

Paris asserts that near lg Folie, 
southwest of Vimy, the Germans were 
forced out of communicating trenches 
they had occupied and also that two 
strong attacks by the Germans against 
the French between Neuville and La 
Folie were repulsed, the Germans be- 
ing able to hold only one mine crater. 

Berlin admits that the French south 
of the Somme river eg er a section 
of the German first-line frenches. 


RUSSIANS STRONGLY 
ON OFFENSIVE. 


In Volhynia and on the east Galicia 
frontier the Russians are strongly on 
the offensive. Northwest of Tarnopol 
the Russians succeeded in penetrating 
Austro-Hungarian trenches, but later 
were ejected, while on the Bessarabian 
frontier the Rus#@ans were driven from 
an advan position to their main po- 
sition. In Volhynia recent fighting re- 
sulted in the Russians’ defeat. 

The Italians were victorious in small 
engagements at several points on the 
Austro-Italian front. 

Premier Skouloudis, of Greece, has 
informed the Greek parliament that 
his policy to avoid trouble for Greece 
has the approval of a majority of the 
people and that it would be continued, 
notwithstanding pressure. 


BULGARS PREPARING 
DRIVE ON SALONIKI. 


Sigus that a military operation of im- 
portance may be impending in the Bal- 
kans are furnished by the Bulgarian 
government organ at Sofia which, in a 
leading article, asserts the right of 
Bulgaria to invade Greece for an at- 
tack on the French and British there. 
It declares that Bulgaria cannot per- 
mit these tees to remain near her bor- 
ders and that they must be driven out. 
Recent reports from the Balkans re-

On the eve of his departure from 
Paris Premier Briand is quoted as de- 
claring his confidence that he would 
obtain from Italian statesmen support 
of the strongest sort in carrying out 
the establishment of a closer and more

ies,

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JUSTICE HUGHES’ POSITION. 

, While Justice Charles E. Hughes’ letter 
to Congressman Slemp, of Virginia, oppos- 
ing the use of his name in connection with 
the republican nomination for president, is 
just about as strong and emphatic as it is 
possible for language to make it, it is not 
going to have the effect of stopping the 
Hughes talk. 

There are two reasons why many repub- 
lican leaders. would like to see Justice 
Hughes nominated, and these are, his per- 
sonal popularity With the rank and file’ of 
the republican party, and the apparently 
well recognized belief that he would be 
acceptable to Mr. Roosevelt and the pro- 
gresstve wing. 

Justice Hughes has said in his letter no 
more than he has emphatically stated to 
triends in personal conversation on a num- 
der of occasions. They thoroughly appre- 
ciate his attitude as a member of the su- 
preme bench of the United States; that he is 
absolutely sincere in it there N the re- 
motest question. 

Nevertheless, if the desire for Justice 
Hughes as the nominee not only continues 
but grows in strength as time for the Chi- 
cago convention approaches, it is considered 
wholly within the realni of possibflity that 
the question could be put up to him so 
strongly that he would have no alternative 
but to accept. In other words, there is even 
now talk to this effect among republican 
leaders: That if it should be determined 
by the leaders that Justice Hughes was ‘the 
one man of all others to carry the repub- 
lican banner in the coming contest, the con- 
vention might, in spite of his peremptory 
refusal, simply nominate him and adjourn. 
It % impossible to conceive that any man 
in the face of such a demand could decline. 
It would be tantamount to taking the re- 
sponsibility for possible party disruption and 
disorganization. Such a plan would have 
the effect of making Justice Hughes the 
candidate in spite of himself, and putting 
him in a position where refusal would be 
practically impossible. 

It is true that a great many things may 
happen in four months, but it is equally cer- 
tain that Justice Hughes is the one man to 
whom the foremost among republican lead- 
ers are pinning their present faith. : 

Publication at this time of Justice 
Hughes’ peremptory refusal to permit the 
use of his name unquestionably grew pais | 
out of the fact of present plans in vario 
sections to send instructed delegations to 
the Chicago convention. But if the present 
feeling among certain.of the prominent re- 
publican leaders should grow stronger in- 
stead of abating it is probable that the only 
thing that could prevent the nomination of 
Justice Hughes at Chicago would be iron- 
bound instructions placed upon the majority 
of delegations for somebody else.

as must unquéstionably boost the price of 
it, One St, Louis firm alone, under contract 
with the Remington Arms company, is turn- 
ing out 2,000 gun stocks a day. Enough 
black walnut is consumed in making a sin- 
gle gun stock to make a couple of chair legs. 
There is still another concern in the same 
town that is turning out gun stocks even 
at 2 faster rate, and walnut logs by the car- 
load are entering the St. Louis freight yards. 


Whether it is the boom in gun stocks 


or the revival of the popularity of the wood 
itself, something has turned to it the atten- 
tion of the furniture makers, who, for the 
last two decades, have paid it no heed. There 
are many who will gladly welcome, if it is 
to come, another era of black walnut. The 
best mahogany, richly colored and highly 
polished, is its only superior; and there 
are those who prefer the walnut, with its 
natural color and beautiful grain, even to 
that. 

Many a strong, dignified, beautiful and 
substantial piece of walnut furniture has 
been consigned to the garret within the past 
twenty years, and often to make way for a 
piece of cheap mahogany that could not 
compare with it. Housewives will naturally 
begin to realize theif error, now that black 
walnut fs coming again into vogue, and there 
will no doubt be a ransacking of garrets to 
haul out and revitalize what of it has not 
gone to the junk dealer and the second - 
hand furniture man. . 

Perhaps remaining black walnut forests 
will be threatened. There is a generous 
abundance of the wood in the mountains of 
north Georgia, and demand win tempt it 
from its mountain fastnesses, despite the 
difficulty of sawing, hauling and market- 
ing if. 

With its natural beauty and the historic 
record back of it, perhaps even the most 
aesthetic will not object to the revival of 
this once popular wood and its restoration 
to the dining room, drawing room and the 


library.

Dr. L. G. H man, Commerce, Ga. —Dear 
Sir: am in receipt of your letter replying 
to my ventions that as a candidate for gov- 
ernor you make a declaration as to the 
lynching evil in our state. I note with 
gratification, but with no surprise, your 
statement that both as a private citizen 
and as an aspirant to the gubernatorial: seat 
that you are Yo pg to lynch law. 

You aiso add that you are opposed to the 
crimes that result in lynchings. This state- 
ment reminds one of the time when nearly 
‘all the lynchings were for the crime of rape, 

Last 


year only 15 per cent of the men lynched 
were charged with this crime and men were 
put to death by mobs for the commission 

of insignificant offenses such as stealing 
meat, cotton, accessory to the crime of ar- 
son, and four men were put to déath after 
they had been acquitted of the charge of 
stealing mules. 

In our own state two men and two wom- 
en were lynched for clubbing an officer of 
the law, although he was only slightiy in- 
jured. course, we are all opposed to 
these crimes, but allow me respectfully to 
urge ‘that it is hardly the time to intimate 
that the 9 now being perpetrated are 
caused by the horrible crimes which were 
at pne time the occasions and the only 
occasions of mob law.

Not Favor “Peace at 
Any Price.“ 


“Perhaps we do not realize the signif- 
icance’ of the frightful events of the 
war which is now devastating Europe. 
Now is the time for a baptism in pa- 
triotism. This war, perhaps, is the 
greatest event since the Christian era. 
Upon its conclusion civilization must 
go forward or backward.

Washington, February 10.—Repub- 
licans of the house military committee 
assured’ President Wilson today that a 
strong army inerease bill, drafted in 
a non-partisan spirit and accomplish- 
ing all the main objects sought by the 
war department plan, would be on the 
house calendar within three weeks at 
most. They told him, however, that 
the committee practically was unani- 
mously opposed to the department's 
continental army scheme. a 

The republicans called at the white 
house at the president's invitation, fol- 
lowing Chairman Hay and several of 
his democratic colleagues who carried 
the same message to the chief exec- 
utive yesterday. 

Today’s conference was later de- 
scribed as a friendly exchange of 
views. The only difference of opinion 
was on the question of the continental 
army proposed by Secretary Garrison 
as a substitute for the national guard 
in the first line of defense. The presi- 
dent was informed that a scheme was 
being tormulated by which the mem- 
bers felt certain the national guard 
could be welded into an effective instru- 
ment of national defense and breught 
up to the strength believed necessary 
by military experts. 

Wilson Prefers Continentals.

Washington, February 10.—Whether 
the administration ship purchase bill 
shall stand as drawn or have written 
into it a subsidy clause and a time 
limit on government operation of mer- 
chantmen is the big issue on the meas- 
ure which was put up to the merchant 
marine committee of the house today 
at the opening hearing on the pro- 
posed legislation. 

Representing opposite views were 
Secretary Redfield, Of the department 
of commerce, who indorsed the meas- 
ure as introduced, and W. H. Douglas, 
chairman of the merchant marine com- 
mittee of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, who insisted that the 
country wanted private lines subsidized 
rather than government operation of 
shipping. 

Mr. Redfield told the committee the 
need for an American merchant marine 
never had been so great as now, that 
foreign companies were discriminat- 
ing against American merchants both 
by increasing rates and refusing to 
handle their goods. He urged especially 
that the bill should be enacted into 
law speedily so that contracts for ships 
to be bought with the proposed. ap- 
propriation might be let as quickly. as 
possible.
